The story of Lowery’s separation 
from his family really started some

Then they became involved, by a 
series of circumstances over which 
they are believed to have had no 
control, in one of the most peculiar 
situations that has come to light 
in 
Johnston 
and 
Pontotoc 
coun­ 
ties in the last few years. 
Invited Into Murder 
A few days before Williams was 
•hot, according to a stroy which 
Mrs. Lowery told here yesterday, 
an unknown man appeared at the 
Lowery home and tried to induce 
Lowery to kill a man named Phil­ 
lips. 
This stranger said 
he was 
Marion Williams. Several days after 
the 
Williams 
murder, alleged 
to 
have been committed by Phillips, 
a band of armed men is said to 
have come to Lowery’s home to in­ 
vestigate 
the 
shooting. 
Alarmed 
that he had unwillingly become in­ 
volved in the murder, Lowery pack­ 
ed his few belongings into a covered 
wagon,

NEWPORT. R. I., August l l — 
Henrietta Ellery of this city has tho 
distinction of being the last sur­ 
viving grandchild of a signer of 
the 
Declaration 
of 
Independence. 
She is the granddaughter of Wil­ 
liam Ellery. 
Miss Ellery was born April 8. 
1838, and has lived her entire life 
in Newport. 
Neither she nor her 
sister Mary, long since deceased, 
ever married. 
For a great many 
years they made their home in the 
Ellery homestead on Thomas street, 
the home of their grandfather, but 
this house is no longer standing. 
The Newport 
chapter 
of 
the 
Daughters of the American Revo­ 
lution is named after this signer 
of the Declaration of Independence. 
It was at the invitation of Miss 
Ellery that the chapter was formed 
in 
his house in 
1896. 
She has 
always been deeply interested in 
the chapter and kept up her active 
membership 
in 
it, 
attending 
all 
meetings, as long as her health 
permitted. 
The trunk that William Ellery 
took with him from Newport to 
Washington when he went there to 
sign the Declaration is in possession 
of the D. A. R. chapter, a gift from 
the Misses Ellery. 
Opposite the old homestead the 
family owned a three-cornered piece 
of land at the apex of which stood 
the Liberty Tree.

GEN. BRUSSILOF TO 
AID TURKS, REPORT 


OKLAHOMA CITY, August 1J.— 
The state supreme court today has 
under consideration three important 
cases of state-wide interest, which 
it will probably decide within the 
next sixty days. 
These are: 
the 
state’s appeal from the decision of 
District Judge Jones 
of 
Duncan, 
holding leases to school lands in the 
state did .not include tiie mineral 
rights to these lands; the appeal 
of Cleo Gobin, convicted of the mur­ 
der of Russell Sprague, Lawton taxi 
driver, from the court’s sentence of 
execution; and the appeal of Charles 
Page, Tulsa, and those associated 
with him in his oil interests from 
the 
decision 
of 
District 
Judge 
Wright, holding Page had not leg­ 
ally leased valuable oil lands from 
which he was taking oil. 
The decision of the supreme court 
in the case of the school land oil 
leases will affect all leases of this 
character in the state. 
The Sprague murder was consid­ 
ered one of the most brutal in the 
state’s 
history 
and 
the 
trial 
of 
Gobin and Will Tait, also convicted 
of the murder, was watched with 
more than usual interest throughout 
the state. During the trial Talt as­ 
sumed all responsibility but recent­ 
ly he has expressed a desire to 
“tell all.” 
Efforts of Charles Page, wealthy 
Tulsan, to retain the valuable oil 
lands, which he obtained has been 
marked by many lawsuits and sev­ 
eral sensations. 
The district court 
at Muskogee originally held that 
Page held legal title to the oil ands, 
which were a part of the estate of 
Tommy Atkins, Creek Indian. Judge 
Wright, at Sapulpa, recently ruled 
that these lands belonged to Sallie 
Atkins, who claims to be the mother

They will 
bring to the convention that meets in 
San Francisco, August IS to 23, a 
prophecy from representatives of the 
government in Chile, Argentine and 
Uruguay that prohibition will be es­

five years. 
South America is watching closely the 
effect of the prohibitory law in the 
United States, both in its social and 
its economic aspects. 
Nothing but 
complete failure here could prevent' 
the enactment of similar legislation 
there, aud there is no thought of fail­ 
ure, either In the minds of the South 
American temperance w orkers, or here. 
Indicative of public opinion towards 
prohibition is the attitude of the gov­ 
ernments and of educators of the high-j 
est rank towards the cause. Because 
of this sympathy the teaching of 
scientific temperance is included in the 
curriculum of tile schools, for which 
teachers are trained in the normal 
schools. 
To meet the question of 
economic loss the government of Chile 
has already instituted a program pf 
propaganda to teach the value of. 
grape culture for other purposes than 
the making of alcoholic beverages and 
Is advocating legislation to provide fi­ 
nancial aid for those who undertake 
the conversion of their plants to oth­ 
er purposes than wine making.

l l . — The 
largest playground in Oklahoma ex­ 
clusively for children was dedicated 
to the city here today by the Ro­ 
tary club, in behalf of W. R. Alex­ 
ander, who donated the grounds, 
comprising a little more than half 
a block, to the club with the un­ 
derstanding that it would be con­ 
verted to a playground for Okmul­ 
gee children. 
The playground completed, rep­ 
resents an outlay of $25,000 accord­ 
ing to Rotarians; $10,000 of this 
was donated by the club, and the 
remainder by business men of the 
city. 
Organized labor contributed free 
the services of carpenters, brick­ 
layers, painters and mechanics, and 
there was no talk 
of strike, as 
union members 
and 
“capitalists” 
worked side by side to complete 
the children’s playground. 
“ My kid will sure enjoy this,” 
one union member said, and the 
bank president working next him 
replied, “well, I’ll bet mine would 
too if I had any—but that doesn’t 
make any difference. I like to see 
happy children, 
and 
this 
work 
makes me feel good.” 
A wading pool. 75 by 48 feet, 
with a depth of from three to six 
inches, was filled with water, and 
the children in a rush disported 
in the water while the dedication 
ceremony was being completed. 
Slides, swings, and teeter-totters 
were going the entire afternoon and 
evening while others of "Okmulgee’s 
Own” builded tunnels and houses on 
the sand beach. 
The entrance to the park is con­ 
structed of brick and stone, and 
the entire park is electrically light­ 
ed. ”Grown-ups” will have no part 
in the park play, except to look on, 
the caretakers announced. 
“This is a children’s park, ex­ 
clusively,’ they said. 
The Rotarians are 
allowed 
to 
superintend the park for one year 
after which it is to be turned over 
to the city, with the provision that 
it is to remain the city’s playground 
— for children only.' 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Aug. l l . —

A statement in which he warns 
schools of the county that “there 
is much damage done to school 
property through carelessness and 
thoughtlessness of the different so­ 
cieties, 
club 
meetings. 
Sunday 
Schools, etc.,” was issued today by 
County Superintendent A. Floyd. 
This not only had its effect in 
the destroying of property but has 
had a bad influence in shaping 
the character of school children, the 
letter said 
It also creates increased 
work for the teacher and janitor, It 
was shown. 
Following is part of the state­ 
ment sent to school boards: 
“The school boards are custodians 
of the school district property. They 
have the legal right to adopt rules 
and 
regulations 
tor the care of 
the school property. 
“ In the School Law, Section 90 
readg as follows: 
Public Meetings in School House: 
The district hoard shall have the 
care and 
keeping 
of 
the school 
house and other property belonging 
to the district. 
They are hereby 
authorized to open the school house 
for the use of religious, political, 
literary, 
scientific, 
mechanical 
or 
agricultural societies belonging tc 
their districts for holding 
public 
meetings of such societies under 
such regulations using the school 
house as herein provided shall be 
i responsible 
for 
all 
damages de­ 
spiting from such use, and it shall 
be the duty of the school board 
to assess such person, society or 
organization the amount of dam­ 
ages, if any result from such usage 
and if not paid within five days, 
they shall Immediately file com­ 
plaint with the justice of the peace 
and upon conviction the offending 
party 
or 
parties 
shall 
be 
fined 
in any sum not less than five dol­ 
lars nor more than twenty five dol­ 
l a r , said fine when collected to 
be turned in the county treasurer 
and credited to the school district 
fund of the district to which the 
said house belonged.

poses, the building shall be swept

by 
somewhat 
drastic slashes 
in 
the 
estimates for the war, navy and 
agricultural departments, the ship­

OKLAHOMA CITY, Aug. 
20.— % 
Oklahoma’s treasury is richer by 
$555,000 this year, because of the 
activities of the state insurance de­ 
partm ent according to the annual 
report of E. W. Hardin, state in­ 
surance commissioner, made public 
today. 
The report is now in the 
hands of the printer. 
The department since statehood, 
the report shows, had netted $5,- 
581,068, while the receipts for 1920 
were $575,960.63. The expenditures 
for 1920 for were $20,099.39. 
“We’re proud of our department, 
as I guess every other state official 
is proud of his departm ent,” Mr. 
Hardin said. “Did you ever hear of 
a business which was paying large 
profits, and running on about 3.5 
percent of its earnings?” 
The insurance department, accord­ 
ing to the commissioner, is running 
on about 3.5 percent of its earnings, 
and has averaged an expense of de­ 
partment, 'less 
than 
5.5 
percent 
since statehood. 
Mr. Hardin stated that decreases 
in business written by certain forms 
of insurance shown in 1920, direct­ 
ly neglected the economic condi­ 
tions. The reflection should be the 
reverse than that shown, to ad­ 
vertise proper business control, how­ 
ever, he said. 
“It is the desire of the office to 
explain why buying insurance in 
poor economic times, in times of 
slow credit, is good business,” he 
said. “The more fire insurance, or 
any sort of insurance any merchant 
bas, the easier it is for him to gain 
an extension of credit. The tighter 
the credit times, the more insurance 
I should invest in,” he said. 
Hail Insurance High 
The total crop 
hail 
insurance 
written by all companies in Okla­ 
homa, was $16,172,452 according to 
the report. The premiums paid were 
$1,194,576.60, and the losses in­ 
curred were $623,592.18. 
This loss 
was greater by 28 percent than in 
1919. 
“Natural laws govern this form 
of insurance more than any other. 
Many fires are of course started by 
outside influences, but nature alone 
is responsible for a hail year. This 
year, the business written probably 
will be larger than last, as after a 
heavy hail year, farmers are more 
apt to purchase protection in the 
form of insurance,” the commission­ 
er explained. 
The total business written for fire 
and marine insurance in 1920 was 
$740,523,688, and the total prem­ 
iums paid, $14,546,644, according 
to the report. 
The losses of $6,- 
803,900.63 shows an incurred loss 
ratio of 46.5 percent according to 
Hardin. For fire alone, his report 
shows an incurred loss ration of
